The Question of Interest. 


Epirors Constitution: As you- have 
been in the past the exponents of free in- 
terest, I make bold to write you my views 
on aline that I have not seen urged hereto- 
fore. 
To Mr. Autry, of Troupe, and his confre- 
res I give credit for being honest and sin- 
cere in what they did last session, no ad- 
captandum vulgres, but mistaken convic 
tions. 

Mr. Autry said in defense of his measure 
that before the war the banks made money 
at 7 per cent, and why not now at 8 per cent. 
In answer | will state that before the war 
the banks wére allowed to issue bills to the 
amount of three (3) dollars for every doller 
of specie they beid in their vaults, which 
at 7 per cent makes 21 per cent interest in- 
stead of 8 per cent. And further, then it 
wasa poor bank whose deposits did not 
average in amount twice itg capital. Not 
souow. Thereare but few inland banks 
now that can boasta deposit on an average 
above its capital. Again, before the war 
the state tax ranged from 1-10 of 1 per cent 
to 1-12 of 1 per cent—say from 80c to $1 on 
the thousand dollars. The eounty tax 
hardly ever exceeding 100 percent on the 
state tax, making a total of state and coun- 
ty $1.60 to $2.00 on the thousand, — Besides 


$3 50 onthe thousand dollars and to this 
160 to 125 per cent for county purposes, 
making at alow estimate $7.50 on the thou- 
sand dollars. Then add $10 on the thonu- 
sand for municipal tax; to the latter add 
a license tax of from $100 to $500; then the 
United States internal revenue tax bank 
capital of 4 of t per cent and the sameon 
deposits. Will any sane man say that 
banks can efford ww loan out money as cheap 
as before the war,to say nothing of the 
iniquitous laws made only for the debtor 
class, seying in acts if not in words that the 
creditor has no rights. To illustrate the 
matter, take a bank witha capital of $100,- 
600, The working forceof sucha bank 
should be—
